I t has been nearly ten years since a 
state tex has been levied in W isconsin. 
T h e state governm ent has bean m an­ 
aged with snob wise economy for many 
years that it has not been necessary to 
oall upon the people for a oent in the 
way of taxation for state purposes. 
All 
this ss very com mendable, t n t it is pos­ 
sible to place t i o m uch trust in the 
ability of ra I way c jmpanias to pay 
ail 
the expenses of the state government 
year after year. 
The frequent shortage 
of crops, the competition am ong ra il­ 
ways, and other causes tending to reduce 
business, attach more or less unceitainty 
to the receipts of the companies. 
The 
state is growing larger, and as a matter 
of course, tho annual expenses of the 
governm ent are increasing, so that it 
would be a marvel indeed, if the state 
could go oa indefinitely without levying 
a state tax. 
No other state has done each 
a thing, and no other s tite dare attempt 
it. 
B ut with such a fortunate condition of 
things surrounding the stat J ira w ary, i1 
is nevtriheless the exercise cf ollicial 
wisdom not ta pl ace too m uch confidence 
in the am plitude of rad way, telegraph 
and express receipts to pay the cost of 
ta n n in g the state government at ell 
times. 
I t 
is better to 
be on the 
safe side, 
and 
ail 
intelligent 
aud 
fftir-micded people, regardless of their 
political atliliaii ms, will endorse the pol­ 
icy of a state fix levy, if that was 
thought to be the safest thing, so that 
there would be no possibility of a d e ­ 
ficit nuder any circumstances. 
Of course Secretary Tim me is thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the needs of the 
treasury, and is 
fuLy 
com petent to 
judge as to the ad\U&bility t f m aking a 
tax levy. 
Tho whole matter is 
in his 
hands, and whatever is done by him , 
will no doubt be the right th in g to do.

“ If your neighbor has lifted the mort­ 
gage from his farm, while your last 
year’s interest is unpaid, go over and 
ask him how he did it.” 
Hood stock will not thrive or prove 
profitable except under the most favor­ 
able conditions, chief among which is a 
full supply of food adapted to the pur­ 
pose required of the animal. 
Every two weeks take brush and can 
and thoroughly paint the roosts with 
kerosene. 
About once in two months 
during the warm season give the inter­ 
ior of tile hen-house a good white-wash­ 
ing. 
Sheep prefer short grass and thrive 
best on pastures th at permit them to 
graze close to the ground. 
All fields 
with heavy growths of grass may be 
mowed to advantage before turning on 
the sheep. 
Those who

The Illinois 
Central Strike 
No N earer 
th e End Than at First. 


C h ic a g o , Ju n e 17.—The Illinois Cen­ 
tral company will not accede to the d e ­ 
mands of the men and before long the 
strike will spread all along the line. 
The company, it is said, will not give In 
and is determined to fight to Hie end. It 
is not unlikely th a t riots will result 
soon after it is officially announced what 
decision the company has arrived at. 
The railroad officials learned th at tho 
freight conductors were in need and not 
able to support a strike, 
and proposi­ 
tions were made to them. 
They have 
decided, it was learned, 
to return to 
work to-morrow, w hether 
the other 
strikers approve of it or not. 
This being the case 
bloodshed is 
looked for, and the Mayor will be asked 
to furnish police protection. 
It is said that conductors and brake­ 
men have been hired from other roads 
in the East and th at tho officials will not 
take back any of the old employes wrho 
have not already consented to return to 
work. 
The officials say they are determined 
to run the road w ithout being dictated 
to by the men, they say, and another 
siege similar to the big “ Q” strike is 
looked for. 
T here was a rumor floating about the 
yards and among the strikers to the 
effect th at the Michigan Central was 
carrying suburban passeng* rs from Hyde 
Park on its regular trains. This has not 
heretofore been the case, and unless it is 
stopped (if a general strike is declared) 
the

that through Michigan Central trains 
coming north stop at Hyde Park on the 
pretense of letting off through passen­ 
gers and th at the Hyde Parkers board 
th a t train and ride to the city.

of time Mr. Lodge took the floor in sup­ 
port of the bill, saying th at it was 
framed 
and 
offered 
with 
tho 
view 
to 
obtaining 
fair 
elections, 
not 
in 
any 
particular 
sec­ 
tion but everywhere; not only fair elec­ 
tions but an assurance th at they will bo 
fair, so th a t people will recognize and 
rely upon their fairness. 
He devoted 
much time to an exposition of the w ork­ 
ings of tho federal supervisors’ system 
In New York city and its prevention of 
frauds there, and dwelt at considerable 
length on the constitutionality of the 
bill. 
He was listened to w ith marked 
interest. 
Ho referred to the belief, 
which ho said was widespread, th at 
elections In the South are unfair, aud 
said if this belief was not founded on 
fact the bill will restore confidence and 
open wide the doors and admit the 
flow of northern capital into th a t sec­ 
tion. It is a fact, how ever,that southern 
Democrats are indignant over alleged 
frauds in tho North, but resent any sug­ 
gestions of fraud in the South. 
Ile 
quoted figures to show the reduction of 
tho vote in the Southern States in spite 
ct the grow th of population, and com­ 
pared Hie same w ith the increase of tho 
v to in tho N o rth e rn States. 
In conclusion he said: 
“ Let us do 
our whole 
duty to every American 
citizen, rich or poor, 
black or white, 
weak or strong, and we can safely abide 
by the result. 
Let us secure to every 
man the liberty and freedom which are 
the comor-stone of American liberty.” 
Mr. 
Hemphill of 
South 
Carolina 
argued th at Hie bill was unconstitutional 
and not National but sectional. 
T his 
was a measure to rob the people of their 
dearest rights. 
He had marched be­ 
fore the glittering bayonets of United 
States 
soldiers 
to 
cast 
his 
ballot. 
A troop of soldiers had been sent to his 
town, and every soldier had cast a bal­ 
lot for Greeley. 
The result was th at 
tho Democratic party 
had 
a larger 
majority than it had ever had in any 
preceding election. 
It needed no elo­ 
quence to depict the horror of having 
thousands of men watching voters for 
$5 a day and owing their appointment to 
a man who did not owe his appointment 
to the House or tho people, but to a man 
appointed 
by 
a 
United 
States 
Judge, 
who 
could 
not 
bo 
got 
at 
under any circumstances. 
T here was 
no more iniquitous provision in the bill 
than this one providing for the appoint­ 
m ent of an indefinite number of men 
absolutely under the direction of the 
supervisor.

T H E 
FARM . 


T h e E n g lis h S p a rro w . 
The vilest weeds, and the moat pes­ 
tiferous of birds, the English sparrow, 
have been introduced by well-meaning 
men who supposed them selves hum ani­ 
tarians but were not. The English spar­ 
row is becoming no less the enemy of 
the farm er where numerous, than the 
pest has heretofore been so to the 
fruit-grow ers. 
The State of M ichigan 
offers a bounty for sparrows. 
Bulle­ 
tin No. 
Go of the M ichigan Ex­ 
perim ent station says: 
“ Seven States 
legislate against the English sparrow. 
Of these, four simply except it from 
th e protection offered other birds. 
New York makes it a misdem eanor to 
harbor or protect them ; while M ichi­ 
gan pays a bounty of three cents a 
piece for each sparrow ’s head. 
O ver 
tw enty of the rem aining States 
give 
tho English sparrow the sam e protec­ 
tion th at is offered to other birds. Tho 
rem aining States have no Lawson tho 
subject.” 
In relation 
to the bounty, 
Prof. 
Cook rem arks th at no one should re­ 
ceive sparrow s on a bounty or prize 
who has not thoroughly studied tho 
bird. For too many of tho town clerks 
in M ichigan do not know the English 
sparrow ’s head from th at of a linnet oh 
thrush. 
As a result, 
a great many 
birds th at have been sent in for a 
bounty, are 
beneficial 
birds. 
Thu* 
many heads have been sent to 
th at 
station on which a bounty wasclaim ed, 
of such valuable birds as tho song 
sparrow’, rod polled linnet and evening 
grosbeak: birds th at tho laws protect 
by a fine of $5 against th eir slaughter. 
As to tho destruction of the sparrow , 
Prof. Cook says: 
‘ ‘Tho gun is a m ore ready weapon. 
In city lim its where tho sparrow s are 
the thickest, this cannot bo used ex­ 
cept by those having authority to 
m ake this th eir special 
business. 
Probably tho most successful m ethod 
is to use poison. 
W heat soaked in a 
solution of strychnine, in a proportion 
one drachm to a quart of water, 
is 
one of the most efficient poisons. How- 
every experience shows th at this com­ 
pound is too rapid in its results, as 
some of the birds begin to be affected 
before all present have taken a fatal 
dose, and when once seared away by 
the dying agony of poisoned birds, the 
others never return. 
Arsenic mixed 
with corn or oat-meal in the propor­ 
tion of one part of arsenic to ten or 
fifteen parts of meal. by weight, makes 
a less expensive poison and 
is more 
slow in its action, thus giving all of 
the birds ample tim e to get away from 
I the feed before they become affected. 
In order to obtain the best results the 
birds should be fed for a few days at 
first, pure grain of the same kind th a t 
is to be poisoned. 
(J rent care m ust 
be taken not to let poisoned grain get 
in the w ay of children, 
dom esticated 
anim als or native birds. 
This is not 
difficult if it is carefully watched dur­ 
ing time of exposure. 
One of the 
best means of keeping the sparrow’s in 
check is by destroying th eir nests. 
This 
may 
be 
done 
by 
everyone 
w herever tho birds build, aud if car­ 
ried on in a system atic way will help 
much to keep the 
English sparrow s 
within bounds.” 
Iu relation to the use of strychnine 
and other virulent 
poisons we may 
add, th at if used it should be in such J 
locality th a t dogs, cats and barn-yard | 
fowls, either land or water, 
cannot 
get to it.

course au excess of salt is injurious, 
but if soft food is seasoned with it, 
lienefit will be obtained from its use. ‘ 
Farm ers can not hope for much suc­ 
cess without stock, lienee good stock is 
im mensely im portant, a contem porary 
observes. 
A man who keeps cows at a 
loss becanse it is too much trouble to 
find out w hether they pay or not, do 
serves little pity when he complain? 
th at “ farm ing don’t pay.” No business 
can be expected to pay th at is not 
carefully looked after. 
Dr. 
Hoskins, 
in tho Rural A ow 
Yorker, says: 
F anners are habitual 
growlers, and those who take th eir talk 
at its face value are apt to deceive 
them selves. 
As a body, leaving aside 
the effects of the depreciation of tho 
selling price of farm land—due un­ 
questionably to tem porary causes— 
Am erican 
farm ing is paying as well 
to-day as it ever has paid when dollars 
are w orth a dollar apiece.

W o rk in g a S m a l l F a rm . 
I tried farm ing on a forty-acre tract 
for twelve years and was well pleased 
with the results. 
I went into the ven­ 
ture a little skeptical of the outcome, 
having always regarded forty acres as 
m erely a pig lot on a fairsi/.ed 
farm. 
A fter the experim ent mentioned I am 
convinced th at there tire advantages 
th at a sixteenth of a section land pos­ 
sesses over a quarter, 
writes George 
C. Newell to the A m erican 
A gricul­ 
turist. 
Regarding the average 
of 
farm ers, there are few who till more 
than forty acres unless they sre ex­ 
tensive raisers. 
A dairym an requires 
more land for pasturage and meadow, 
but in nine cases out of ten his culti­ 
vated area would not exceed the space 
mentioned. 
It takes only a mile of 
fence to inclose forty acres, including 
one on the highway border, 
which 
m ight be dispensed 
with. 
As 
tho 
creation and m aintenance of the other 
240 rods of line-fence falls 
only half 
on 
the premises, a great expense 
is saved, lf tho forty ac ro sarc reason­ 
ably level, aud tho dwelling and barns 
are close to th e highway run a lane 
parallel with the road, 
clear across 
the farm. 
Then divide the fields so 
th a t all have a frontage on the lane. 
T he length of the field gives a long 
furrow, with 
consequent advantages. 
The house and barn are near to every 
field. 
The front cut in twain by tile 
building and yards, can bo utilized 
for orchard and smull culture. 
It is 
a m istake to suppose that forty acres 
afford only enough space for a truek- 
patch. 
Of course, if near a good city 
m arket, truck-raising will pay above 
anything else, but not all farm ers are 
supposed to be so favorably located as 
that, aud m ust needs depend 
on the 
cultivation of the common staple crops, 
Do not neglect the orchard and, for 
that is the best financial auxiliary of 
the farm. 
T he m arket is never over­ 
stocked with choice pears and fine 
varieties of apples. 
On a smull farm 
it is best to adhere to mixed produc­ 
tion. and not follow special cropping 


unless it Is clearly to 
advantage. 
T here are instances, as of raising corn 
and vegetables for local canning, or 
sweet potatoes and melons for shii>- 
ping, w here a specialty of production 
is desirable. 
W e will suppose there 
are forty acres. 
On this one can ad­ 
vantageously keep three or four cows 
and a good heavy draught horse, the 
latter to constitute “ the team .” 
The 
m anure from the stock should all be 
carefully saved and applied judiciously 
V) the land. The cows will yield calves 
every year, which may he vealed or 
kept to sell in the fall, 
lf a re a re is 
substituted for the horse., with care a 
colt could be raised each year. 
A 
hennery is indispensable to a small 
place. 
It would not do to let the 
fowls run abroad and destroy the 
crops, so it would be necessary to pro­ 
vide am ple yard accommodations and 
a w ell-arranged ben-house. 
The gar­ 
den is an im portant auxiliary also. 
Not a little patch, but a broad tract 
of an acre or two, where one can raise 
crisp celery in quantities to dispose of 
at wholesale, cucumbers to put down 
in pickles, and num berless varieties of 
vegetables fully as profitable. 
W hen 
one gets rig h t down to it and farms 
forty acres as it can and should be cul­ 
tivated. he will find all of his tim e en­ 
gaged from one year's end to another, 
and last, but not least, will ne his own 
m aster at all times. 


H ow t o Drest* U n i t y .
